All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: On 9/15/05, an employee of the Glenn Patent Group (Delia 
Revecho) requested review of an after final amendment as soon as possible to beat the 3 month reply deadline of 
9/20/05. The Examiner agreed to review an unofficial after final amendment faxed to the Examiner's desk. Within 
minutes the Examiner returned the phone call and noted that AF amendment included new claims that would require 
additional consideration and the arguments were not persuasive to withdraw the finality. On 9/16/05, Applicant's 
representive requested clarification regarding why the Examiner would not withdraw finality. It was Applicant's position 
that the explanation in the final rejection was nonsensical because the Examiner included a limitation in the explanation 
of Krane that was canceled in the previous amendment. Applicant also argued that the new limitations were not 
addressed. First, the new limitations were clearly addressed in the final rejection as taught by the secondary reference 
Hoshen. Secondly, the fact that the explanation of the Krane includes citations to canceled limitations does not make 
the rejection nonsensical. It is noted that claim 1 is open ended with the use of the term "comprising" instead of 
"consisting". Therefore, the rejection of an open ended limitation is proper because a reference is allowed to include 
additional features not claimed. In conclusion, the combination of Krane and Hoshen disclose all the limatations of 
claim 1 and the finality is maintained.
